Vast T re a su r e s Hidden and the Secret 
Confided to Those Who Cannot

Doctor Vogel, a t o n n e r super b.loud­ 
en t of the archeological survey iu In­ 
dia, has been telling us th a t the pre s­ 
ervation of public m onum ents in India 
Is largely depe ndent on public opinion. 
It is due to the reverence arni the 
religious spirit of the people that so 
much has escaped destruction, he ny-*.
